“Another one of those cold, gray 
days,’ thought Sylvia as she brushed 
away the cobwebs of sleep and groped 
around above her bed for the wide, 
silvery-metal band on the Wall.

The Eptones disbanded in 1970, and Robert and Louie joined Casino Royale, who later morphed into 
the Stone Deaf Village Band. Robert eventually formed Turning Point, a modern soul and funk outfit 
that featured vocalist Ronnie Warner. Today, Robert Gomez's guitar playing continues to reverberate 
throughout San Antonio. He is a troubadour whose testament and gritty determination of musicians 
like him, who play not for fame but for the love of the croft.

In 1962, the Justifiers emerged from San Antonios east side, conceived at St. Phillips Community 
College. The group was led by Bennie Cherry, a skilled pianist and tenor singer, including Archie Satter- 
field, Melvin Porter, and Roger Blackwell. Inspired by local legends like Spot Barnett and Curly Mays, 


they honed their harmonies and composed original tunes, captivating their hometown audience. 


In 1964, the Justifiers took part in a talent show, performing Bennie’s original song "No Time For You.’ 
Vagabond producer Donn Fischer, took notice. Fischer offered the group a chance to record single and 
embark on a national tour. The group recorded two originals My Love Has Gone’ & ‘Lonely Boy, for the 
Kim label. Bennie was also commisioned to write “Who Do | Turn to” for a new collective called the 


Primes assembled by painter and youth club owner (Soulsville USA) Theadius McCall. 


Today, Bennie continues writing and performing with his group ‘Touch of Silk’ in Las Vegas. Despite 
failing to achieve national fame, Bennie & the Justifiers made a lasting impact on San Antonios soulful 


east-side music scene. 
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Ali Pourfarrokh was born in Iran where he 
graduated from the National Conservatory 
of Dance and Music.

Robert Gomez's story begins in 1964 when best friend Louie Orenales formed the Eptones, a raw 

Chicano ensemble with Gomez on guitar and Burbank football star David Marez on vocals. 

The Eptones released two english singles for Abie Epstein’s Jox label - “Making Me Cry, & “Sweet Tater 

Pie” in ‘66 & "No One Else But You," b/w "A Love That's Real’ in ‘68. Gomez also recorded an instrumental 
version of William Bell's ‘Private Number’ anc the regretful ‘But That Was Then,’ which was pressed 

on the Clown label under the direction of Royal Jesters’ founders Oscar Lawson and Henry Hernandez. 


The Eptones disbanded in 1970, and Robert and Louie joined Casino Royale, who later morphed into 
the Stone Deaf Village Band. Robert eventually formed Turning Point, a modern soul and funk outfit 
that featured vocalist Ronnie Warner. Today, Robert Gomez's guitar playing continues to reverberate 
throughout San Antonio. He is a troubadour whose testament and gritty determination of musicians 
like him, who play not for fame but for the love of the craft.

In 1962, the Justifiers emerged from San Antonios east side, conceived at St. Phillips Community 
College. The group was led by Bennie Cherry, a skilled pianist and tenor singer, including Archie Satter- 
field, Melvin Porter, and Roger Blackwell. Inspired by local legends like Spot Barnett and Curly Mays, 


they honed their harmonies and composed original tunes, captivating their hometown audience. 


In 1964, the Justifiers took part in a talent show, performing Bennie’s original song "No Time For You.’ 
Vagabond producer Donn Fischer, took notice. Fischer offered the group a chance to record single and 
embark on a national tour. The group recorded two originals My Love Has Gone’ & ‘Lonely Boy, for the 
Kim label. Bennie was also commisioned to write “Who Do | Turn to” for a new collective called the 


Primes assembled by painter and youth club owner (Soulsville USA) Theadius McCall. 


Today, Bennie continues writing and performing with his group ‘Touch of Silk’ in Las Vegas. Despite 
failing to achieve national fame, Bennie & the Justifiers made a lasting impact on San Antonios soulful 


east-side music scene.
